Prior to the war ‘anada was hardly known, even as a name, to the 
vast mirjority of the peoples of Hurope, and those who recognized the name 
had but slight knowl of the country.

THE PREDICTION 


Winnipeg. — Western Canada is on 
the threshold of its 1928 harvesting 
season, with present prospects point- 
ing to the production of the great- 
est crop in the history of the country. 

Throughout the prairie provinces 
most encouraging progress is being 
meade by all grains, and in districts 
where cutting has started, estimates 
of wheat yields have ranged from 25 
to 40 bushels to the acre. 

Recent reports from authorities 
making their annual field inspections 
have revealed the crops in varying 
stages with the most advinced hav- 
ing completed cutting, and in one in- 
stance threshed, while in the more 
backward areas another two weeks 
of favorable weather will be required 
to bring the crop to maturily. 

The general condition, 
finds the 1928 crop slightly ahead ot 
conditions at this date last year, and 
binders are expected to be humming 
over the western grain fields within 
e few cays.

Cutting of barley, rye and oats, has 
been underway in some sections for 
the past week, with these crops 
yielding slightly above the ten-year 
average. 

While no oflicial estimates have yet
